FAST RETREATING 
FROM BELGIUM 


Inh&bit&hts of Liber­ 
ated Cities Rejoice 
Over Freedom 


WITH THE ALLIED ARMIES 
IN BELGIUM, Oct. 18.— By the 
Associated Press —The speed with 
which the German armies are re­ 
treating from Belgium and nor*h' 
em France makes it appear that 
they are tw ice as anxious to get 
out now aa they 
were to get in 
four years 
ago. 
The 
country. 
freed from the Huns today is wild 
with Joy. 
In Lille the population 
celebrated 
thruout 
last 
night 
shooting off fireworks and danc­ 
ing in the streets, 
while whole 
streams of young and old women 
and elderly men paraded around 
aria in arm singing the Marseil­ 
laise. 
T he soldiers and official 
figures 
were 
smothered 
with 
kisses and babies 
by tho score 
were held up to be kissed by the 
British soldiers. 
Every street in 
the city which shows no outward 
signs of war 
was bedecked with 
the colors of the allies, especially 
with the British Union Jack on 
which was written: 
“Glory to our liberators. 
The citizens efplained that they 
had kept the flags well hidden in 
their homes especially for this oc­ 
casion for which 
they had been 
waiting four years and were cer­ 
tain would come sooner or later. 
Flowers 
plucked 
from 
nearby 
fields and 
roses 
from gardens 
were 
thrown Into 
automobiles 
and'* pressed 
upon 
every 
man 
wearing the British uniform. The 
fighting British 
troops did not 
sweep thru the city but passed on 
either side of it in hot pursuit of 
the t|erm*in,l> t*16 
last of whom 
cleared out at six o’clock yester­ 
day morning after blowing up the 
bridges on the other side of the 
town.. 
They 
went 
outside the 
city because they had no desire to 
give the Germans the slightest ex­ 
cuse tor bombarding it tufter they 
were forced to leave. 
Scenes sim ilar to those in Lille 
were 
repeated everywhere 
over 
the vast 
stretches 
of 
territory 
wrested from the Germans. 
All 
the roads in the rear now contain 
the (am iliar carts of refugees on 
which are 
the 
usual household 
goods and babies. 
But these wag­ 
ons looked 
strange. 
The men. 
women and children 
with them 
are laughing and smiling as they 
hurry to get back to their homes. 
The last tim e they travelled these 
rOads thOy were going In the oth­ 
er direction fleeing in terror from 
tho enemy. 
Many of these refu­ 
gees living in a zone seered by 
war will not find their homes at 
all. 
Some of them will Tind only 
wrecked and fire 
scarred skele­ 
tons. 
But there are many more 
who r ill find their homes intact 
for the allied arrays almost ev­ 
erywhere on this front have been 
long 
In tho 
blue” where there 
has been no war since the Ger­ 
mans swept thru so rapidly four 
yehrs ago.

It now seems to center at 
Peoria w here there are 10.000 
cases.

WASHINGTON,

prompt efforts to fill fro m 
civil 
life as well as from the army. A 
strong 
response 
from 
daring 
spirits is hoped for. 
There 
is 
no limit in the number to be ac­ 
cepted 
for 
training. 
Qualified 
m in are certain of quick action. 
Major General 
Kenly, 
chief 
of the bureau, said there were no 
rigid age limits of o th er limita­ 
tions. 
It is up to the m an 
him­ 
self. 
If he thinks he can 
stand 
the hard, dangerous service and 
pass the rigorous physical 
and 
other tests, he will 
be 
given 
a 
twelve weeks 
traiiring 
course, 
commissioned and sent over. 
‘‘This is a quick chance to kill 
a Hun or get 
killed,” 
General 
Kenley said. ‘‘We will guarantee 
to get men who qualify to France 
without delay.” 
General Kenly made public a 
letter from Genera! Pershing to 
the chief of 
the 
American 
air 
service in France w ithout doubt 
refers to the great air raid north

SPANISH INFLUENZA 
SHOWS INCREASE 


renditions In Army ram p s Less 
Favorable— Epidemic 
In 
35 
Hiatw Unchecked. 


W ashington, Oct. 18.— Reports 
to the public health service today 
from 
35 
states 
showed 
that 
Spanish influenza still is on 
the 
increase in 
most 
parts 
of the 
country. 
Conditions 
in 
army 
camps also were 
less 
favorable 
the 4,781 new cases reported to 
noon today 
showing 
th a t 
the 
disease apparently was stationary 
after the marked decline 
noted 
for several days. 
The epidemic still is m ore pro­ 
nounced in the eastern section of 
the country than it is w est of the 
Mississippi river, dut undobtedly 
to the more crowded 
conditions 
in the large cities. 
The epidemic also continues in 
the middle west. 
Louisville and 
five other cities in K entucky have 
many cases, while Indiana yester­ 
day reported 
2,688 
new 
cases 
tm tside of 
Indianapolis, 
where 
the 
disease 
is 
epidemic. 
Tho 
malady also continues in Illinois 
and Michigan, while Ohio report­ 
ed that it is prevalent in thirteen 
cities of Hie state. 
Missouri reported epidemics in 
seven 
cities; 
Minnesota in 36 
districts, Colorado in seven cities 
aud Kansas iu seven cities 
and 
many 
counties. 
There is a seri­ 
ous epidemic at Oklahoma 
City 
with many cases in o th e r 
parts 
of 
Oklahoma. 
The disease was 
increasing in 
nmfi 
counties 
in 
North Dakota and was 
reported 
from six cities and seven counties 
in Now 
Mexico. 
The 
epidemic 
also is widespread in Arizona. 
Altho Influenza cases in army 
camps 
increased 
slightly 
the

of pneumonia cases, I,- 
599 decreased during

24- 
hour period 
ending 
today 
at 
noon.

determination he delved into the 
hidden treasures o* that

fortune 
which gave him 
the 
reputation 
of being Utah's wealthiest 
man. 
P rior to his mining ventures 
In 
this state he had been more or less 
active 
in the Black Hills coun­ 
try aud in Tombstone, Arizona. 
The famous Silver King mine 
o*' P ark City and the 
name 
of 
Thom as 
Kearns 
were 
alwavs 
linked together arid many of this 
city’s bigest structure were erect­ 
ed with funds which came from 
the Silver 
King 
properly. 
Mr. 
K earns was elected to the United 
Stales senate in 1901 and served 
four years. 
Ile was 
owner 
of 
the Salt Lake City Tribnue and 
leaves a 
fortune 
estimated 
at 
several millions of dollars.

WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
IS. - - 
While the German retirem ent in 
Belgium has glittering 
possibili­ 
ties, military opinion 
here 
is 
forced to th e conclusion that what 
is in progress is a well ordered 
and executed withdrawal, probab­ 
ly on prepared positions. 
The 
fact that reports from pother por­ 
tions of the front, notably from 
the Lille are a and 
the 
sector 
southeast of Laon south of re­ 
tirements gives the movements 
indications of a 
general 
with­ 
drawal but as yet no official in­ 
formation has come to indicate 
where the line upon which the 
enemy will attempt to stand has 
been established. 
The reports showing that the 
French w ere making progress in 
clearing up the Oise-Serre pock­ 
et, southeast of Laon, attracted 
particular attention here. 
This 
narrow point of hi;th ground be­ 
tween the two rivers, guarded by 
wide marshy water lines on both 
fronts, has appeared to be the bas­ 
tion on which the enemy resist­ 
ance in 
th e center rested. 
It 
had been regarded as incapable 
of retention for any great length 
of time as it is subject to a three 
side bombardment by heavy guns 
that eventually would force its 
evacuation. 
The 
enemy 
made 
this sector however, a part of 
the Building line and has been 
employing it to hold up tho gen­ 
eral advance in the center. 
The collapse of this position 
presumably 
means 
a 
rapid 
straightening of the whole center 
of the front, At the 
wings of 
this vital part of the line Ameri­ 
can troops west of Verdun and 
Anglo-American 
forces 
at 
Lo 
Cateau are hammering their way 
toward tile main communication 
lines that threaten the whole en­ 
emy framework. 
This probably 
accounts for tho stubborn resist­ 
ance offered by the Germans. 
file freeing of 
the 
Belgian 
coast will have little direct effect 
on tho subm arine situation but 
may be of the greatest indirect 
value in furnishing 
the 
allied 
forces with new bases from which 
to operate an anti submarine pa­ 
trol. 
The German U-Iioat flotil­ 
las on the Flanders coast 
have 
been a thing of the past ever 
since the harbors wore blocked by 
the British naval 
forces, 
which 
undoubtedly had a share in con­ 
vincing the enemy high command 
of the wisdom of quitting that ter­ 
ritory.

INDEPENDENCE OF 
CZECHO SLOVAK 
NATION DECURED 


Recognized By Unit­ 
ed States and En­ 
tente Allies 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.— Inde­ 
pendence of 
the Czecho-Slovak 
nation was declared formally to ­ 
day by the Czechoslovak national 
council, recognized by the United 
States and the entente allies as a 
belligerent 
defacto government. 
The declaration renouncing alle­ 
giance to the 
H apsburg dynasty 
and announcing principles for th e 
foundation of a republic was is­ 
sued in Paris 
and a copy was 
handed to President W ilson by J. 
C. Isar of the council's staff in 
Washington. 
The document is signed by Dr. 
Thomas C. Masaryk,president, of 
the council as premier and minis­ 
ter of finances, and 7>y other offi­ 
cers of 
the 
provisional govern­ 
ment. 
It follows: 
Declaration of Independence 
Declaration

Independence 
of the Czechoslovak 
nation by 
its provisional government: 
“This grave moment when the 
Hohenzollerns are offering peace 
in order to stop the victorious ad­ 
vance of the allied arm ies and to 
prevent the 
dismemberment of 
Austro-Hungary and Turkey and 
when th e Hapsburgs are promis­ 
ing the federalization of the em ­ 
pire and autonomy to th e dissatis­ 
fied 
nationalities committed 
to 
their rule, we, the Czeeho-Slovak 
national council, 
recognized 
by 
the allied and American govern­ 
ments as the provisional govern­ 
ment of the Czecho-Slovak state 
and national, in complete accord 
with the declaration of the Cze- 
eho-Slovak 
deputies 
made 
in 
Prague on January 6, 1918, and 
realizing that federalization and 
still more, autonomy, mean noth­ 
ing under a Hapsburg dynasty, do 
hereby m ake and declare this our 
declaration of independence, 
“ We do this because of our be­ 
lief that no people should bo forc­ 
ed to live 
under 
a sovereignty 
they do n ’t recognize and because 
of our knowledge and firm con­ 
viction th a t our 
n atio n cannot 
freely 
develop 
in a 
Hapsburg 
mock federation, which is only a 
new form of the de-nationalizing 
oppression under which we have 
suffered for the past three h u n ­ 
dred years. 
We consider freedom 
to be th e first 
pre-requisite for 
federalization and beL—ve that the 
free nations of central and eastern 
Europe may easily federate should 
hey find it necessary. 
“ We make this declaration on 
he basis of our historic and n a t­ 
ural right. 
We have been an in­ 
dependent state since the seventh 
century; and, we joined with Aus­ 
tria and Hungary in a defensive 
union against the T urkish danger. 
We have never voluntarily consid­ 
ered our rights as an independent 
state in this confederation. 
The 
Hapsburgs broke 
th e ir compact 
with our nation by illegally trans­ 
gressing our rights an d violating 
the 
constitution 
of 
our 
state 
which they had 
pledged them ­ 
selves to uphold and w e therefore 
refuse longer to rem ain a part of 
Austria-Hungary in any form. 
Claim Bohemia 
“ We claim the righ t of Bohe­ 
mia to be re-unifed w ith her Slo­ 
vak brethren 
of Slovakia, once 
part of our national state, later 
torn from our national body, and 
fifty years ago incorporated in the 
Hungarian state of th e Magyars 
who, by their 
unspeakable vio­ 
lence and ruthless oppression of 
their subject races hav e lost all 
moral and human 
rig h t to rule 
anybody but themselves. 
“The world knows the history 
of our struggle against the Haps- 
burg oppression, 
intensified and 
systematized by the A u stro H u n ­ 
garian dualistic 
compromise of 
1867. 
This 
dualism 
is only a 
shameless organization of brute 
force anti exploitation of the m a­ 
jority by tilt minority; it is a po­ 
litical conspiracy of th e Germans 
and Magyars against o u r own as 
well as th e other Slav and the L a­ 
tin nations of tho monarchy. The 
world knows the 
justice of our 
claims, 
which 
the 
Hapsburgs 
themselves dare not deny. 
F ran­ 
cis Joseph, in the 
m ost solemn 
manner repeatedly recognized the 
sovereign rights 
of 
o u r nation. 
The Germans and Magyars oppos­ 
ed this recognition, a n d Anstria- 
Hungary, bowing before the Pan- 
Gennans, became a colony of Ger­ 
many and as her vanguard to the

Excessive Drinking ha* Declined 
More than 80 per cent and N et 
ional Efficiency Show* 
Enor­ 
mous Gain — Is R esult of War 
R egulations Introduced by ti vc 
Government. 


London, 
Oct.— (C orrespond­ 
ence of the Associated Press) Be­ 
fore the war the 
peopl

country spent. $800,009 a year on 
drinks. 
Now they spend $1,200,- 
0 10,000. N evertheless there is riot 
half the d ruukness in these w ar

Heavy 
taxation 
to provide war 
funs accounts for the public's in ­ 
crease drin k bill, not fu rth er in ­ 
dulgence. 
In 
fact, 
excessive 
d rinking has declined more than 
80 per cent, and there has been 
an enorm ous gain in national ef­ 
ficiency. 
All this has come about, 
Lord 
D* Abernon, 
chairm an 
of 
th e 
, Liquor 
Control 
Board, told the 
Associated Press, as a result 
of 
th e war regulations introduced by 
the government. 
“There is 
great 
ground 
for 
hope,” he said, “ th a t the progress 
m ade tow ard tem perance under 
w ar conditions w on't be lost, th a t 
it will continue by post-war ac­ 
tion along lines sim ilar to the re­ 
strictions now in force.”

come,

taken, from Parliam ent. 
The life 
of the present 
regulations 
will 
te rm in ate 
one y ear a lte r peace 
has declared. 
According to Lord 
D’Abernon, it is certain th a t the 
country never will go back to p re­ 
w ar conditions. 
The b o ard ’s regulations lim it­ 
ing th hours for

E ngland has been noted for its 
heavy siout, bitters and ale, and 
the brewers thought th at dilution 
would 
greatly injure their busi­ 
ness.

The quantity of alcohol in beer 
has been reduced by nearly twifc 
thirds. 
G reat im provem ent has 
been made in the m anufacture of

Business Trip to East Russia— 
Declares There are Two Sides 
to Communism. 


Amsterdam, yet — ( Correspond­

The experience 
of 
an Austrian 
banker w ith Bolshevik! methods, 
when he m ade a business trip to 
east Russia recently, ta the talk of 
the Vienna bourse, advices receiv­ 
ed here state. 
The banker 
was arrested and 
interned. 
Disguised as a peasant, 
he escaped with 10,000 rubles in 
his possession. 
He fell in with a 
company of Bolshevik! who, de­ 
spite his protests, took and divid­ 
ed the contents of his pockets. 
“ Share and share alike is the 
rule here,” they explained, hand­ 
ing him back his “sh are,” which 


was only a tenth of his capital. 
Soon, though, his fortunes took 
a tu rn for the better.
